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Elba Council hears explanation for Hwy. 84 bridge closing

- On Monday evening the Elba 


City Council briefly reviewed 
the monthly financial statement 
and shuddered over a report 
from the city clerk that Highway 
84 will be closed at ‘the Pea 
River bridge for three full days 
tyhile flood gates are installed. 
City Clerk Wayne Grantham 
explained it was decided by 
those making such decisions 
that closing the highway com- 
pletely for three days would be 
less disruptive than. the original 
plan of shutting it down one 
lane at ‘the time for weeks on 
end. Therefore beginning at 6 
a.m. on Tuesday, May 4th, and 
lasting until! 6 p.m, Thursday, 


May 6th, U.S. 84 will be com- 
pletely closed to traffic. 
(Alternate routes are suggested 
elsewhere in this issue .of the 
newspaper. ) 

Mayor James Grimes reported 


to council members that the. 


city’s finances are “still looking 
good”. He noted there is more 
money corhing in ‘than budget- 
ed. Loca] sales taxes are up by 
about $81,000 above the same 
period last year. 

Tobacco taxes are three times 
where they .were for the same 
period last year. This is in part 
due to a tax increase voted in 
last year, but Grimes also noted 
that some suppliers Were not 
previously paying taxes on any- 
thing but cigarettes. He assured 


council members this has been 
corrected and will be monitored 
more closely, 

Several departments are Over 
their budgeted amounts Grimes 
said, but this is not an alarming 
factor in a budget the size of 
Elba’s.

Just over a week ago, the 
Alabama State Senate Judiciary 
Committee gave passage to a bill 
that would place a three-year 
moratorium on the use of the 
death penalty in Alabama. This 
bill is now headed for the full 
Senate for debate, ald leg fs 


cruel at worst. 

Unnecessary because there are 
already many safeguards in place 
to ensure that justice is done by 
our system - safeguards such as 
the multiple ‘state and federal 
courts that review every death 
sentence. This process involves 
multiple court decisions ren- 
dered by the circuit court, the 
Court of Criminal Appeals 
(twice); the Supreme Court of 
Alabama (twice); the United 
States District Court; the 
Eleventh Circuit) Court. of 
Appeals, and the Supreme Court 
of the United States (thrice). 
These reviews number at least 
ten and, sometimes, as many as 
thirteen. 

In this. — technologically 
advanced age, after years and 
years of opportunity for the dis- 
coyery and presentation of new 
evidence and after thorough and 
exhaustive review by multiple 
state and federal courts, these 
cases have'generated no reason- 
able doubt. That leads to but one

from a desire to improve the sys- 
tem, but from an unequivocal 
opposition to the death penalty 
itself. 

A moratorium . is eruel 
because, since 1976, of the 28 
people who have been executed 
in Alabaina, there has been an 
average delay of more than 13 
years between the date they were 
sentenced and the date their sen- 
tences were carried out. During 
those thirteen years, the families 
of victims have continued to be 
forced to live with a moratorium 
on the delivery of justice and are 
called upon to relive the crimes 
that placed their family mem- 
bers’ perpetrator on death row. 

That is wrong! 

The call for a moratorium was 
first heard in 1997, In the inter- 
vening seven years (a time in 
excess of two three-year morato- 
riums), those who find fault with 
our system have yet to produce 
one study that reveals any flaws 
in the current system, as adminis- 
tered in Alabama; 

As Attorney General and as 
practicing attorneys, my staff and 
| have an obligation to protect 
the innocent and to seek justice. 
If we have evidence that anyone 
accused of a crimeis innocent, 
we are obligated to furnish that 
information to the courts and to 
ask for their exoneration. I know 


of no such evidence for anyone — 


who currently stands convicted 
of a capital sentence. While we 
must never allow for the wrong- 
ful punishment of the innocent, I 
will relentlessly pursue the pun- 
ishment of the guilty. We do not 


need to suspend the operation of 


the death penalty to achieve that 
result, however. In fact, 4 mora- 
torium such as the one being pro- 
posed by the American Bar 
Association is nothing more than 
an éxCuse to erect barriers, not to 
ensure that the innocent are not 
executed, but to block the execu- 
tion of ANYONE. 

Alabamians overwhelmingly 
support the use of capital punish- 
ment to punish those who com-

mit the most heinous crimes and 
to deter others from doing so, 

As one reads accounts of the 
heinous and murderous offenses 
that place a person on death row, 
he or she quickly sees that these 
crimes warrant the most severe 
of punishments, There can be no 
moratorium imposed on the vic- 
tims’ families’ grief and sense of 
loss. There should be none on the 
delivery of justice. 

Asa 10-year-old boy in Elba, I 
still recall a spring morning 
when I accompanied my father 
downtown to his office, just a 
block away from the county 
courthouse. When we_ arrived, 
we found the gutters stained red 
with the blood of Sheriff Neil 
Grantham. I shall never forget 
that day or that sight. His killer, 
of whom there is no question of 
guilt, was a man named Billy Joe 
Magwood. During the quarter of 
a century that has passed since 
that murderous day, while 
Magwood has sat in a prison cell 
and the Grantham family has 
sought justice, that young ele 
mentary school boy has had time 
to grow into Alabama's Attorney 
General. Twenty-five years is too 
long to ask them to wait. I will 
not ask them to wait another 
three years while we study this 
issue. 

To those who say that we need 
a moratorium on the death penal- 
ty in Alabama, I say, “we already

With a 
stronger Russian army attacking from the east, the Allies hoped to 
defeat Germany and Austria-Hungary in Europe. 


Eight months later, the soldiers left Gallipoli, their mission a failure. 
In their wake lay the bodies of more than 100,000 British, Turkish, 
French, Australian, and New Zealand soldiers. Had they succeeded, 
America’s 1917 entry into World War | might never have been necessary.

The apple of God's eye 


Psalms 17:8 
“Keep me as the apple of the eye, hide me under the shadow of 
thy wings." 


The psalmist uses two figures which recall God's love and care 
for His faithful people. (1) “The apple of the eye” is the pupil and is 
a Hebrew metaphor expressing something greatly valued and dear. 
(2) “The shadow of thy wings” is a metaphor drawn from the 
imagery of a hén that protects her young with her wings; hence it 
expresses tender protection. Christ used this metaphor to express 
His love for Israel, His chosen people. All believers should pray 
that God will reach out to protect us in times of danger just like 
someone who instinctively reacts to guard the pupil of the eye from 
harm and that the heavenly Father will always be ready to hide and 
shield us as a mother hen covers her chicks. 

We must not conclude, however, that we have somehow missed 
God's protection if we experience troubles. God's protection has far 
greater purposes than helping us avoid pain. God also protects us 
by guiding us through painful circumstance, not only by helping us 
escape them. 

We must be assured that we have God's protection. Every expe- 
rience with God gives us confidence in God’s ability to sustain, keep 
and protect us. As we go through different trials of life, know that 
the eyes of the Lord are upon you. We must say like David, “Thou 
I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear no evil 
for thou art with me.” God is with us to keep us from all harm of 
our enemies, No matter what the enemy is plotting against you, put 
your confidence in God’s protection for you. We are the “apple of 
the eye.”
